Speed the Plough! 


Dr. Ryan, the Minister for 
Agriculture, has delivered one of 
frequent homilies to the 
farmers. It is one of his better 
homilies: at least, he has been 
severely practical. He tells the 
farmers of the twenty-six counties 
that they have a certain duty, 
which | is, in the first place, to 
grow wheat; in the second place, 
to grow potatoes; and, unless we 
are mistaken, to grow anything 
rather than to leave their land 
under what is called pasturage. 
Under the régime which existed 
from 1922 to 1932, the accent—to 
use a popular term of nowddays— 
was laid upon grass, but since 
that time grass hag been out of the 
question, and Government. policy 
has been entirely in favour of 
tillage. It has been extremely 
difficult for anybody who professes 
to speak for the farmers to say 
that either the one policy or the 
other has anything with which to 
commend itself. It has been, in 
particular, difficult for this news- 
paper. We believed, before the 
present war, that all the argu- 
ments favoured a _ reasonable 
amount of free trade between this 
country of ours and the remainder 
of the world; and that conclusion 
was borne out by the fact that. 
Mr. de Valera, after a five- 
year-long ‘‘economic war,” was 
willing to conclude a_ pact 
with Great Britain, What, has 
been the experience of the 
twenty-six counties during the 
war?

Whiskey, when potired 
upon the male digestion, creates 4 
sense of power and competence in 
the consumer that becomes almost 
supernatural in its more highly 
developed forms; but, in the cas 
of the female, a malaise is experi- 
enced of so acute a character that 
the sufferer may go as far as to 
demand the performance of the 
last rites without further delay.

must be approached in the same 
way as in other industries. Many 
artists believed in the saying, “ Art 
for art’s sake,” but where this 
creed was accepted all the sacri- 
fices were made by the working 
artist, and similar sacrifices were 
not made by managements. He 
hoped that it would be possible to 
establish a pensions and benevolent 
fund scheme on the same lines as 
the scheme in the American theatres, 
where one performance in every i 
is given for the benefit of the fund. 
Mr. Redmond was speaking on the 
draft standard minimum contract 
for artists on the Dublin and Cork 
legitimate stage, which ‘is also to 
be used as a basis: for a draft 
variety stage contract. 

The draft contract was referred 
back to the Actors’ Guild Com- 
mittee, with several suggested altera- 
tions for consideration. These altera- 
tions included payment for al 
rehearsals, fixed limits to rehearsal 
periods, standard minimum rates 
and payments for certain periods 
during illness for contracted players. 

Mr. Noel Purcell and Mr. Eddie 
Byrne spoke on protection for Irish 
variety artists in the post-war 
period. Mr. Purcell said that since 
it. became impossible to bring in 
artists from other countries bai 
numbers of Irish artists had gone 
on the variety stage. W.A.A.M.A.

WORK 


The report of the Industrial 
Research Council for 7942-43, which 
was laid on the table of the Dail 
yesterday, stated that the Council 
had advised the Minister on a tenta- 
tive scheme of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce for the 
setting ap of a permanent institute 
for industrial research.

Women Dust Collectors 


Women have invaded a new and 
unusual sphere, even for war-time- 
that of refuse collectors. Four began 
work at — yesterday assisting 
in removing house refuse in those 
streets where bins are placed out- 
side. They are to be paid _ three- 
uarters of the men’s rate. All over 
the country considerable difficulty is 


satisfactory collection of house 
refuse, due to labour shortage. Bins 
in the front gardens may not make 
a picture, but many Councils have 
appealed to householders ‘to place 
their bins near the front gate. In 
towns with a population of 10,000 
this would save the collectors walk 
ing over 1,000 miles a year, with a 
considerable reduction in man-hours. 


Turkey Distribution 


One million six hundred thousand 
turkeys, half the pre-war average. 
will be available this year, but the 
distribution seems far from satis- 
factory, mainly because the alloca- 
tion of Irish pirds—half the total— 
is being done on a percentage basis 
of the Christmas, 1938, or 1939 dis- 
tribution, whichever is the larger, 
and no notice is being taken of the 
widespread movements of population 
due to the air raids ee through

WATERVILLE SEA 
' TROUT ARE LARGE 


A surprising feature of these fish 
was the unusual average’ length of 
the. smolts. Normally, sea trout 
smolts did not exceed eight inches 
in length, whereas in the Waterville 
river the smolts averaged ten 
inches, and some reached a ‘length 
of nearly thirteen inches. 

This was stated by Dr. A. Went, 
A.R.C.S8., M.R.I.A., Fisheries 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
at yesterday’s scientific meeting of 
the Royal Dublin Society, held at 
Ballsbridge, in the course of a paper 
on: ' Sea Trout of the Waterville 
(Currane) River, Co. Kerry. 

The high average length of the 
ismolt, he said, gave sea trout an 
initial advantage when commencing 
sea life, so that throughout their 
sea life the fish maintained their 
superiority in average size over sea 
trout of the same age in other Irish 
rivers. 

Despite. the small humber of 
foreign tourists visiting Waterville 
since the w fay of the war, Dr. 
Went added, the number of sea 
trout taken by visitors reached about: 
5,000. The sea trout fishery was 
one of the most attractive features 
of Waterville as a holiday centre.
